Daily sales were again, as in February, 2:3 per 
cent. higher than in the corresponding month of 
1938, and again an increase was reported for every 
district except Central and West End London.

On the basis of declared values imports and 
exports, both of United Kingdom goods and of im- 
ported merchandise, were greater last quarter than 
in the first quarter of 1935. Allowing for intervening 
price changes, the volume of imports shows 124 per 
cent. increase and that of domestic exports 34 per 
cent. advance, but re-exports 7 per cent. reduction. 
Compared with the first quarter of 1938, both im- 
ports and re-exports declined in volume by 3 per 
cent., while exports rose by 3 per cent. Average 
values of imports, exports and re-exports last quarter 
were lower than a year earlier by 8, 4 and 7 per cent., 
respectively. Compared with the first quarter of 
1935 they were 9, 9 and 11 per cent. higher

RETAIL TRADE IN MARCH 
COMPARISON OF 1939 WITH 1938 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 612 a table showing the relation of sales in 
March 1939 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1938. Index numberst showing the relation of certain 
sales in March 1939 to average daily sales of 1937 are 
given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of March 1939 with those at the same date in 
1938. A smaller number of concerns supply this infor- 
mation; the collaborating co-operative societies in par- 
ticular do not report stocks at present, nor do they all 
report employment.

Ij must also be remembered that the figures refer, as 
wr as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
nents which have been established for a year at least, 
wd which were, therefore, actually in operation in the 
wo months for which the return is made. The object

general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
ysults and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
fom established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales not 
uly for the month in the current year but also for the 
gme month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
yeorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
fst comparison will be with a period of expanding 
wles the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. 


SALES 


CoMPARISON WITH TWELVE MontHus EARLIER 


Daily sales in March were 2:3 per cent. higher in 
1989 than in 1938, the increase being similar to that 
worded for February. Easter fell earlier this year 
thn last, but as the change of date was within a 
ingle month no adjustments were necessary to render 
wmparable for length of period the March figures 
reported in the two years. Apart from Central and 
Wess End London, where sales were lower by 3°7 per 
eit., an inerease was reported for every district, 
varying from 1°7 per cent. in Suburban London to 3-7 
yt cent. in both Scotland and the North-West. 


Sales of food and perishables, which in March 
‘nmed nearly 60 per cent. of the total value reported, 
ucreased by 2:2 per cent., the rise being general except 
iu Central and West End London, where the sample 
us certain peculiarities and may perhaps be less repre- 
vatative than those for other areas. 


Sales of other merchandise rose by 2°4 per cent., or 
out the same as the increase recorded for food and 
rtishables. With the exception of Central and West 
tnd London, where sales dropped by 4:0 per cent.,

February-March.—The rise in total daily sales in 
ébruary and in March and for the two months’ period 
"as identical (2°38 per cent.); and there was little 
liference between the March and the February-March 
‘ures for any district. Sales of food and perishables 
vere higher by 1-9 per cent. than twelve months earlier 
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and those of other merchandise by 8:0 per cent. The 
greatest increase was 6:3 per cent. in men’s and boys’ 
wear. Sales of piece-goods, sports and travel goods, 
furnishing departments and hardware were all lower 
than a year ago.

The index for total sales advanced from 91 in Feb- 
ruary (when sales are always at a low level) to 96 in 
March, the corresponding rise in 1938 being from 89 
to 93. The monthly movement was upward except in 
Suburban London, for which the index has now been 
stationary at 98 for three months. Central and West 
End London, where seasonal fluctuations are usually 
more acute than elsewhere, showed the greatest 
change, sales moving from 65 in February to 79 in 
March. March sales of food and perishables reached or 
exceeded the February level in every district, the 
movement for Great Britain as a whole being from 
103 to 105. The February and March indexes were 
identical in the South of England and also in Suburban 
London. The index for other merchandise rose from 
79 in February to 86 in March, the corresponding 
increase in 1938 being from 76 to 84. Sales were un- 
changed in Suburban London. Elsewhere they 
advanced, the increase being most pronounced in 
Central and West End London. 


The two subsidiary indexes both showed an increase 
from the previous month, apparel rising rather more 
than household goods. The March index for apparel 
in Great Britain reached 83 (against 73 in February), 
increases being shown by all districts. Household 
goods, the index for which was 86 (against 78 in Feb- 
ruary), showed decreases in two districts, viz. a fall 
from 97 to 87 in Scotland and from 94 to 88 in the 
North-West. 


STOCKS 


Stocks again declined in March, being lower than a 
year earlier in all seven districts, but the reduction of 
2:3 per cent. was smaller than in February (3:0 per 
cent.). In the South of England the decline was only 
fractional, but in both the North-West and the Central 
and West End London district it reached 3°8 per cent. 
Stocks of food and perishables (which may not be as 
well represented in the sample as sales) expanded by 
7-0 per cent., having shown a substantial increase in 
each of the preceding four months. As prices of food- 
stuffs in general have been lower during this period 
than a year earlier, the rise is quantitative and pro- 
bably results from the holding of reserve stocks in view 
of the international situation. Stocks of other mer- 
chandise contracted in every category tabulated, the 
figures averaging 2°9 per cent. for the country as a 
whole and varying from 0:7 per cent. for boots and 
shoes to 7:0 per cent. for miscellaneous and unallocated 
goods. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of employees and the selling staffs 
of those establishments that furnished information 
regarding employment were each 0°8 per cent. greater 
at the end of March than a year earlier. The rise for 
total staffs in each of the preceding four months was 
under 0°5 per cent. There were increases in all districts 
except in Central and West End London, where total 
staffs declined by 40 per cent. and selling staffs by 
4:5 per cent. The number of juveniles, however, was 
smaller than a year ago in every district except Scot- 
land, where an increase of 4:8 per cent. was recorded, 
the decline for the country as a whole amounting to 
2:1 per cent.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
' FIRST QUARTER OF 1939 


The issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ dated 
9) April 1939 included a review in some detail of the 
gversea trade of the United Kingdom during the first 
quarter of 19389 as compared with the trade in the first 
yd last quarters of 1938, dealing specifically with 
yrtain important classes of goods, details of the 
sternal trade in which are recorded by quantities in 
the monthly Trade Accounts. 


In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
jealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom there is given, on pages 615-618, a 
wmparison between the import and export trade of the 
frst quarter of this year and the trade of the corre- 
ponding quarters of 1935 and 1938; this comparison is 
based on & re-valuation of the trade of all three periods 
ai the average values shown by the records of the whole 
yar 1935. The results establish a relation between 
the volume of our external trade in each of these 
yeriods, eliminating the factor of price changes, and 
they also furnish an index of the aggregate effect of the 
alterations in prices which have taken place since 1935. 
by relating these data to similar data previously calcu- 
lated in respect of preceding periods, a broad review 
an be made of the trend of our oversea trade on a 
quantitative basis and also of the price variations ex- 
perienced in that trade since 1935. 


It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
wa trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
rspect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
rlate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
soups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the re-valuation of the external trade 
di the United Kingdom during the period January- 
March 1939, at the average values of 1935, are sum- 
marised in the following table, in which, also, figures 
‘ot 1985 are inserted for purposes of comparison. The 
wrresponding figures for 1938 will be found in a later

On the basis of declared values, imports and exports 
~both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
thndise—were greater last quarter than in the corre- 
onding quarter of 1985. When allowance is made for 
tte price changes which have occurred in the interval, 
the volume of imports is seen to have risen by 124 per 
“nt. and that of domestic exports by 84 per cent., 
while there was a reduction of 7 per cent. in the 
lume of re-exports. 


Comparing the first quarter of this year with the first 
quarter of 1938, imports and re-exports each declined 
volume by 3 per cent., while United Kingdom 
“ports expanded by a similar proportion. In com- 
-irison with the last quarter of 1938, all three branches 








of trade showed declines, imports falling off by 4 per 
cent., United Kingdom exports by 2} per cent. and re- 
exports by 7 per cent.; for imports and United King- 
dom exports this is in accordance with the usual 
seasonal movement, but the magnitude of the decline 
was smaller than might normally be expected. 


Average values of imports last quarter were 8 per 
cent. lower than a year earlier, those of re-exports 7 per 
cent. lower and of United Kingdom exports 4 per cent. 
lower. Compared with the first quarter of 1935, 
average values of both imports and United 
Kingdom exports rose by 9 per cent.; for re- 
exports the rise was 11 per cent. The downward trend 
in average values of imports, which became evident in 
the fourth quarter of 1937, continued during last 
quarter, though the decline was considerably smaller 
than previously. Average values of exports, which had 
remained stable during the last three quarters of 1938, 
showed a decline of 2 per cent. Jast quarter. For re- 
exports, average values were substantially the same as 
in the preceding two quarters. 


Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in 1930, 1985 and 1937, in each of the quarters of 
last year and in the first quarter of the current year, 
are shown in the following table, the figures in brackets 
relating to the trade in the corresponding period of 
1935 revalued on the basis of average values of the

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
about 5 per cent. greater than a year earlier and 13 per 
cent. greater than in the first quarter of 1935. Com- 
pared with a year ago, grain and flour increased by 18 
per cent., living animals for food by 19 per cent. and 
‘other food ’’ by 21 per cent. Meat, the largest 
group, showed no appreciable change in the volume of 
retained imports. The only two declines in volume 
were 5} per cent. for dairy produce and 18 per cent. 
for tobacco. Retained imports of food, drink and 
tobacco were seasonally lower than in the preceding 
quarter, the decline this year amounting to 10 per 
cent. 

Average values of total imports of food, drink and 
tobacco last quarter were about 9 per cent. lower than 
a year earlier, but 9 per cent. higher than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1935. Compared with a year ago, 
there was a striking decline of 37 per cent. in respect 
of grain and flour; beverages and cocoa preparations 
and ‘‘ other food ’’ each declined in average value by 
about 5 per cent. and fresh fruit and vegetables by 
6 per cent., while dairy produce rose by 3 per cent. and 
meat showed relatively little change. For tobacco a 
decline of 7 per cent. was recorded. For the class as 
a whole, average values differed but little from those of 
the preceding quarter. 


Raw Materials.—Retained imports of raw materials 
last quarter were 14 per cent. smaller than a year 
earlier, though over 6 per cent. greater in volume than 
in the first quarter of 1935. Only two groups showed 
increases in comparison with the first quarter of 1938,

wood and timber increasing by 3 per cent. and ray 
wool, etc., by 39 per cent. Outstanding declines wer, 
71 per cent. for rubber and 67 per cent. for iron org 
and scrap. Among the more important groups, ray 
cotton, etc., declined by 36 per cent. and oil seeds, oils 
etc., by 8} per cent. Retained imports of raw 
materials as a whole were 3 per cent. greater in volume 
than in the last quarter of 1938, this being contrary 
to the usual seasonal movement. 

Average values of total imports of raw materials 
were 10 per cent. less than in the first quarter of 1938 
but about 7 per cent. higher than four years ago. Fo 
raw wool, etc., average values were 15 per cent. lower 
than a year ago, while for wood and timber and iron 
ore and scrap falls of 18 and 17 per cent. were recorded. 
The average value of the raw cotton, etc., imported 
remained unchanged and of the three increases the only 
one of significance was 8 per cent. for rubber. Foor the 
class as a whole, average values were nearly 3 per cent, 
lower than in the previous quarter. 


Manufactured Articles —The volume of retained 
imports of manufactured articles last quarter showed 
a reduction of 43 per cent. conipared with last year, 
but exceeded that in the first quarter of 1935 by 24 per 
cent. Compared with a year ago, there were marked 
falls of 56 per cent. for iron and steel and 26 per cent, 
for vehicles, but in both cases imports last year were 
abnormal. The most important groups to show 
declines were machinery (11 per cent.) and paper, ete 
(8 per cent.). Retained imports of leather and manu. 
factures rose by 29 per cent. from the low figure 
recorded a year ago. The two largest groups—manv- 
factured oils and fats (including refined petroleum) 
and non-ferrous metals—rose by 3 and 84 per cent., 
respectively. For manufactured articles as a whole 
retained imports last quarter were about 2 per cent, 
larger than in the last quarter of 1938; usually a decline 
is recorded. 

Average values of total imports of manufactured 
articles were 4} per cent. lower last quarter than 
year earlier, but 10 per cent. higher than in the first 
quarter of 1935. Compared with last year, average 
values of manufactured oils and fats (including refined 
petroleum) and iron and steel fell by 10 per cent., and 
among the more important groups there were increases 
of 6 per cent. for non-ferrous metals and 9 per cent 
for machinery. For the class as a whole, average 
values were about 1} per cent. higher than in the pre- 
ceeding quartcr.

For the class as a whole, the volume of exports last 
quarter was 2 per cent. greater than in the previous 
quarter. 

Average values of manufactured goods exported last 
quarter were 5 per cent, lower than a year ago, but 
9 per cent. higher than in the first quarter of 1935, 
In comparison with the first quarter of 1938 there was 
a decline in average values for all except four of the 
individual groups, the most noteworthy of the in- 
creases being a rise of 64 per cent. in respect of 
machinery. Average values in all four textile groups 
declined by from 7 to 11 per cent. Iron and steel 
showed a decline of 8 per cent. in average values and 
vehicles one of 6 per cent., but for non-ferrous metals 
the reduction in average values only amounted to 2 per 
cent.

MORTGAGES ON SPANISH MERCHANT 
SHIPS 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received 
translation of a Law of 27 February, published in the 
Spanish Official Bulletin No. 59 of 28 February, 
authorising Spanish shipowners, under certain condi- 
tions, to mortgage in favour of foreign persons or 
undertakings vessels belonging to the Spanish mer- 
chant and fishing fleets. 

The object of the Law is understood to be for the 
purpose of enabling the shipowners in question to 
liquidate expenses which they have incurred abroad in 
their efforts to recover vessels which were detained in 
foreign ports as a result of action taken by the 
Barcelona Government. 

Copy of the translation may be obtained by United 
Kingdom interests on application to the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W.1.

PROHIBITION OF EXPORT OF GOLD 
FROM EGYPT 


The Royal Egyptian Embassy in London has com- 
municated to the Department of Overseas Trade a 
translation of an Official Communiqué published in 
Cairo in connection with the recent decision of the 
Egyptian Government relative to the prohibition of the 
exportation of gold. 

The Official Communiqué is as follows: — 

The Egyptian Ministry of Finance has the honour to 
state that it has come to their notice that the recent deci- 
sion taken by the Egyptian Government relative to the 
provisional interdiction of the exportation of gold has been 
interpreted in certain Bourse circles abroad as a measure 
for the prohibition of the exportation of capital. This 
interpretation, which nothing justifies, seems to have been 
the immediate cause of the excessive decline in the prices 
of Egyptian securities, stocks and shares quoted in Bourses 
abroad. 

The decision recently taken by the Egyptian Government 
to prohibit provisionaily the exportation of gold is only a 
measure of protection dictated by the present international 
circumstances, and has several similar precedents since 
1931. It has absolutely nothing in common with the prohi- 
bition of the exportation of capital. 

The Egyptian Minister of Finance, in his declarations on 
several occasions in Parliament and to the press, has cate- 
gorically repudiated all rumours concerning prohibition of 
the exportation of capital, which has never been at any 
moment contemplated by the Egyptian Government. 

The prohibition of the exportation of gold does not affect 
in any way the exchange value of Egyptian currency, which 
remains intimately linked with the sterling.

On sighting 
the ‘‘ St. Sebastian,’”’ the ‘‘ Davy ”’ attempted to close jn 
on her, but the strong wind and heavy seas rendered jt 
impossible to make any attempt at rescue from seaward, 
With assistance from Bear Island W/T Station, the skipper 
of the ‘‘ Davy”’ and three of his crew, and the skipper of 
the ‘‘Cape Duner”’ and five of his crew, got ashore after 
considerable difficulty, and reached Bear Island W/T 
Station at about 2 p.m. on 30 September. 

The rescue party, guided by the Norwegian W/T operator, 
left the station at 2.15 p.m., taking rocket apparatus, ete., 
with them, and, after a very difficult journey, reached the 
position of the wreck at 5.45 p.m. Heavy seas were break. 
ing over the wreck, making it impossible for anyone to be 
alive on board, and the ‘‘St. Sebastian’? broke in two 
while the party were watching from the shore. As, however, 
the trawlers to seaward had reported life on shore, a 
thorough search of the beach and all around in the vicinity 
was made, but nothing was found. When it became dark 
the rescue party split up into two parties and continued 
their search on the return to the W/T Station, but without 
suceess. The W/T Station was reached at 6 a.m, on 
1 October.

BRAZILIAN EXCHANGE CONTROL 
TEXT OF NEW DECREE 


With reference to the notice which appeared in the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 13 April 1939 (page 588), 
the following ‘is a translation of the text of a Decree 
which appeared in the ‘‘ Diario Official ’’ of 10 April 
1939 :— 


Decrer-Law No. 1,201 or 8 Aprit 1939 


Article 1.—The liberty of exchange operations is re 
established in accordance with the terms of this Decree. 
Law. 

Article 2.—Export bills, as well as values transferred from 
abroad, may be sold freely to banks established in the 
country, provided they are authorised to operate in 
exchange. 

Sole Paragraph.—The Banking Control Department 
of the Bank of Brazil will supply export permits 
(guias) against proof, furnished by the exporter, that 
the respective exchange has been sold in accordance 
with the provisions of this Decree-Law. 


Article 3.—Banks purchasing export bills are obliged to 
sell to the Bank of Brazil, by means of sight drafts on 
London or New York, and at the official rate fixed daily by 
this institution and in an international currency, 30 per 
cent. of the amount of every bill of exchange purchased. 


Article 4.—The purchase of exchange cover for payment 
of imports must also be made in the free market after due 
authorisation is obtained from the Banking Control 
Department. 


Article 5.—Bills of exchange to be employed in payment 
of imports already effected and the liquidation of which, in 
accordance with the instructions in force, is assured by 
means of a deposit in Brazilian currency, may not bh 
acquired in the free market. 

Sole Paragraph.—The payment for these imports 
shall be effected by the Bank of Brazil at the rate to 
which they are entitled. 


Article 6.—Only the Bank of Brazil may make remittances 
abroad for purposes other than for the payment of imported 
goods. 


Article 7.—Foreign tourists may sell freely to banks, 
banking and exchange houses the sum represented by their 
letters of credit, travellers’ cheques, or foreign money, and 
may re-exchange the national currency if they wish. The 
availabilities thus obtained by the banks, banking and ex- 
change houses may be employed exclusively in the sale of 
drafts, letters of credit, payment orders, or cash for persons 
about to travel, or for maintenance abroad, when duly 
authorised by the Banking Control Department. 


Sole Paragraph.—-These operations must be entered 
up separately and reported daily to the Banking Cor- 
trol Department. 


Article 8.—Exchange operations in compensated curret- 
cies will remain the exclusive privilege of the Bank of 
Brazil, which will modify its quotations in accordance with 
the fluctuations of the free market. 


Article 9.—AIl banks, except the Bank of Brazil, are pro- 
hibited from maintaining a ‘‘ bought ’’ exchange position 
in excess of the limits which may be established by the 
Banking Control Department. 

Article 10.—The amount collected by the Bank of Brazil 
in accordance with the provisions of Article 3 will remain 
at the disposal of the Government in order to meet the 
needs of the public administration. 

Article 11.—The tax created by paragraph 2 of Article? 
of Decree-Law No. 97 of 23 December 1937, and later modi- 
fied by Decree-Law No. 485 of 9 June 1938 and No. 1,170 
of 23 March 1939, remains in force. 

Sole Paragraph.—This tax will also be collected 0 
remittances made on account of obligations of the 
public administration. 


Article 12.—The present Decree-Law shall come into foree 
on the date of its publication, contrary dispositions being 
hereby revoked.

Engagements of British seamen, which represented 97-4 
per cent. of the total last quarter, as compared with 973 
per cent. in the March quarter of 1938, declined from 93,090 
to 91,990 owing to a reduction of 1,112 in respect of white 
seamen. In the case of foreign seamen the number of 
engagements was less by 87, an increase for Chinese being 
more than counterbalanced by decreases in the other three 
categories. 


The proportion of the total engagements represented by 
white seamen as a whole declined from 96-9 per cent. in the 
March quarter of 1938 to 96-8 per cent. last quarter, and 
decreased proportions were also recorded for Arab and 
‘“‘ Other ” seamen. The only increase was in the proportion 
of Chinese seamen (from 0-2 to 0-5 per cent.), the number 
of engagements in this category in the first quarter of 1938 
having been unusually small.

In Trinidad the weather continues ideal for the sugar 
crop, and the factories are being amply supplied with cane. 
Several large cane fires are reported. The local cocoa 
market continues strong. Grapefruit to the value of 
318,243 dollars were exported in 1938, as compared with 
187,579 dols. in 1937. Activity in the oil industry con- 
tinues; exports for January and February of this year 
were 98,145,450 gallons, an increase of 16,148,543 gallons, 
as compared with January and February 1937. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, in 
Antigua 6,802 tons of sugar had been manufactured up to 
11 March. The St. Kitts Sugar Factory had made about 
12,000 tons up to 20 March, and the young crop for next 
year is looking very promising. The Grenada cocoa crop, 
which is nearly over, will be short. The nutmeg crop is 
coming in. The sugar crop has started in St. Lucia. The 
St. Vincent arrowroct crop continues satisfactorily; ex- 
ports for the year to the end of February amounted to 
6,038 barrels, as compared with 5,153 barrels for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 

In British Guiana the weather has been favourable for 
all crops. All sugar estates are grinding and yields have 
heen good, although the crop will be short, owing to the 
excessive rains of last year. The spring rice crop is now 
heing reaped, and returns are reported to be fair. Bauxite 
continnes in demand; exports for the year to the end of 
February were 36,685 tons, as compared with 32,830 tons 
for the same period of 1938.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas).

Merchandise exports in 1938 were £8,337,096 smaller, or 
12-5 per cent. less than in 1937. The declared value of wool 
fell by 36 per cent. shipments declining by 4 per cent. 
Butter shipments fell by 12 per cent., but owing to improved 
prices the value declined by 2-7 per cent. only. A consider- 
able drop in value was recorded for hides and skins, but, ex- 
cept for rabbit skins, quantities increased.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South

The value of plans passed in the Union 
municipal districts in 1938 was £20,209,000, or £2,067,000 
less than in 1937.

The Transvaal gold output in March (27 working days) 
mounted to 1,075,807 fine ozs. with a value, including the 
premium on the basis of £7 8s, per fine oz., of £7,960,972, 
as compared with 1,012,516 fine ozs., with a value, on the 
basis of £6 19s. 6d. per fine oz., of £7,062,299 for March 
1988 (27 working days). The average daily output decreased 
ly 953 fine ozs. to 39,844, but owing to the extent of the 
vorking period and expansion of new producing mines the 
quantity of gold recovered during March constitutes a 
record—28,418 fine ozs. higher than the previous record 
established in August 1938. The value of the output also 
ached a record figure. The number of natives employed 
increased by 1,770 to 324,518. 


Railway earnings for the year ended 31 March were about 
£32,600,000, as compared with £33,400,000 for the previous 
year. 


Maize, Woot, Etc. 


The unofficial estimate of the maize crop is 30 million 
bags, and it is believed that between twelve and fifteen 
uillion bags should be available for export. Prices on the 
wal market are fluctuating on a slightly firmer basis, but 
the volume of business is small, as buyers are delaying pur- 
hases in anticipation of the arrival of the new crop on the 
uarket, which, given favourable weather, should be in a 
few weeks time. Early reports stated that short wools were 
elling fairly well at firm prices, but later advices indicate 
that quotations are easier and prospects uncertain. 


The mohair selling season opened strong at Port Elizabeth 
iid nearly all the offerings were sold at rising prices. 


Quotations for hides are fractionally easier. Fair pur- 
chases are being made by local tanners, but oversea orders 
are restricted to immediate requirements. Merino sheep- 
kins are in steady demand. Capeskins are maintained. 
Market arrivals of goatskins are slightly heavier but all 
types are meeting with good competition at firm rates. 
Wattle bark sales are good. The position of extract is un- 
wanged, 


The latest citrus crop reports confirm earlier forecasts of 
‘record yield. 


Wholesale soft goods merchants report that normal winter 
tders are being received and general business is fairly 
“itisfactory. The retail turnover is steady in most lines.

SWEDEN 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1938 
(From the Swedish Consulate-General in London) 


The tendency to a recession which arose in Sweden 
towards the end of 1937 became more and more marked 
during the first half of 1938. Conditions, however, gradu- 
ally became more stable during the late summer and the 
autumn, and slight signs of improvement were observable 
here and there around the turn of the year 1938-39. Not 
only production and turnover, but prices also, were lower 
as compared with 1937, but the decline was not very pro- 
nounced, and the year may be regarded, on the whole, as 
having been satisfactory. Employment, according to the 
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figure compiled by the Social Board, fell sharply during the 
first quarter, but afterwards it became stabilised, and evey 
improved somewhat towards the end of. the year. The 
average employment for the whole year was denoted by the 
figure 3°53 (3-00 = a fair volume of employment). On the 
other hand, the index number for production compiled by 
the Federation of Swedish Industries reached its lowest 
point during the period August-October, after which it rose 
slightly. ‘he situation was weakest, as far as the leading 
industries are concerned, in respect of timber, pulp and 
paper, whereas the employment in the iron and steel, 
engineering and foodstuffs industries must be regarded, on 
the whole, as satisfactory. Building operations wer 
carried out on a very extensive scale during the year. 


Foreign TRADE 

The total value of Sweden’s foreign trade decreased jy 
1938 by 5-3 per cent., according to preliminary estimates, 
from 4,123,900 kronor in 1937 to 3,907,000 kr. in 1938, It 
was the exports, however, that were most badly hit by the 
decline, falling nearly 8-1 per cent., whereas the contraction 
of imports was not more than 2-6 per cent. The result was 
that the import surplus rose from 123-1 million kr, to 229. 
million kr. 


TIMBER AND PULP 


The weak tendency exhibited by the timber industry 
during the autumn of 1937 continued to prevail throughout 
1938. The volume of sales was very small during the spring, 
but showed some improvement in the summer and autumn, 
In spite of the reductions of the export quotas adopted by 
the European Timber Exporters’ Convention the price level 
for redwoods was weak. As to whitewoods, the decline, 
which was confined to the first half of the year, was less 
marked. The result was that the price ratio between red. 
woods and whitewoods became more normal than it has 
heen in recent years. Timber shipments declined sharply, 
the total reduction being about 22 per cent. as compared 
with 1937. With the exception of the Netherlands and 
Denmark, all countries of importance showed a considerable 
falling-off in their requirements of Swedish timber. 

Throughout 1938 the pulp market was very unsatisfac- 
tory. Only a few fresh deals were concluded, and then 
chiefly in conjunction with the conversion of earlier con- 
tracts. As the 1938 output was practically sold out by the 
beginning of the year, the sales were primarily for ship- 
ment in 1939. In spite of a considerable voluntary restric- 
tion of output by the European producers of sulphite pulp 
the price level was weak throughout the year. Sulphate 
prices also showed a downward tendency, and the same 
applies to mechanical pulp. The volume of exports, con- 
verted into dry weight, dropped more than 22 per cent. 
The decline was greatest in the case of sulphate pulp 
(25 per cent.) and smallest in that of mechanical pulp 
(15 per cent.). 

Tron: Srrprrne 

The situation on the iron market during 1938 was satis. 
factory on the whole. A not very marked period of weak- 
ness in the spring was succeeded by increased liveliness 
during the latter part of the year. Production was fairly 
well maintained. The output of pig iron actually increased 
somewhat in comparison with 1937 and exceeded that in 
any year since the war. On the other hand, the output o 
semi-finished products fell by 12-4 per cent.; this applies 
especially to quality castings, whereas the decline in 
ordinary castings was relatively slight. The production of 
commercial iron showed a 9-5 per cent. decrease. 

The ocean freight level was fairly weak during the first 
few months of the year; from the beginning of May it 
showed signs of recovery, with a setback in August, but it 
again weakened towards the end of the year. The Swedish 
merchant fleet, which was practically fully employed i 
1937, was not so well cccupied during 1938. By the end of 
the year 30 vessels, aggregating a gross tonnage of 41,993 
tons, were laid up. This figure does not include vessels 
regularly out of commission for the winter or those laid up 
for repairs or classification.

ARGENTINA-—-POLAND 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 


A Commercial Treaty between Argentina and Poland was 
signed on 31 August 1938 and came into force provisionally 
on 11 February 1939. It will enter into operation definitively 
on the exchange of ratifications and will then run for a 
minimum period of one year, commencing thirty days after 
the exchange. It will remain in force for successive periods 
of one year if it has not been denounced three months before 
the end of such a period. 


Under the terms of the Treaty reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment is accorded in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs formalities and charges, internal duties, 
the treatment of nationals and companies, and navigation. 
Subject to certain exceptions, most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment is also accorded in respect of import and export re- 
strictions.

HONG KONG 
TAXATION OF HYDROCARBON OILS 


The Hong Kong Hydrocarbon Oils Ordinance, 1939, dated 
31 March 1939, provides that the duty of 30 cents per 
Imperial gallon payable on light oils imported into Hong 
Kong shall now also be leviable on heavy oils having a flash 
point of over 66 degrees Centigrade which are to be used 
as fuel for any engine with which a vehicle is equipped 
whether for the purpose of propulsion of the vehicle or not.

THE DEFENCE OF THE 
COUNTRY 


The French “ Journal Officiel”? of 22 April contains a 
“ties of Decrees made under the provisions of the Law of 
8 March authorising the Government to take by Decree 
the measures necessary for the defence of the country. 

The following measures are of interest to exporters and 
ithers engaged in trade with France : — 

“Armaments tax.’?—An armaments tax of 1 per cent. is 
to be levied on transactions carried out in France by 
persons buying goods for resale or conducting transactions 
appertaining to occupations subject to the tax on industrial 
aid commercial profits. The tax is to be levied also on 
imports, on deliveries by co-operative societies, and on 
eliveries of goods made to branches or to independent 
tetail shops with a view to sale by a principal concern. As 
‘gards imports the tax becomes due on the clearance of 

goods from the Customs. 

Provision is made for the exemption from the tax of sales 
of bread, fresh milk and certain newspapers, sales of goods 
abject to State monopoly, ete., transactions subject to the 
8x on stock exchange operations, certain transactions sub- 
ft to stamp taxes, and sales having the effect of bringing 

ut the direct export of the goods. 

_ For the purpose of the levy of the new tax the value of 
Mported goods is that which the goods have at the place 


MEASURES FOR 
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where and at the time when they are presented to the 
Customs, plus the import duties, the internal taxes and the 
duties and taxes levied with the Customs duties, including 
the Production Tax. 

The detailed regulations regarding the tax, which is to 
come into force as from 1 May, are to be fixed by Decree. 

Customs duty on molasses.-A Decree making certain 
amendments in the regulations governing the production of 
alcohol withdraws the item of the French Customs tariff 
(Tariff No. 92 B), which provides for the admission of a 
fixed annual quantity of molasses for the preparation of 
products for the feeding of cattle at a reduced duty of 
0:30 frs. per 100 kilogs. net and per degree of absolute 
saccharine richness.

FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA (GABOON) 
PROPOSED INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of 14 April contains a 
proposal of the Government of French Equatorial Africa 
to increase by 3 per cent. the Customs surtaxes levied on 
foreign (non-French) goods imported into the part of French 
Equatorial Africa (Gaboon) not included in the Conven- 
tional Basin of the Congo. 


GERMANY 
CUSTOMS DUTY ON KIPPERED HERRINGS 
(ARRANGEMENT WITH NORWAY) 


An arrangement dated 1 June 1938 and operative as from 
1 April 1989 between the German and Norwegian Govern- 
ments provides for a reduced duty of 35 Rm. per 100 
kilogs. on herrings, split lengthwise, without bones, treated 
with brine and smoked, even prepared with tomato sauce 
(known as kippered herrings) [ex No. 219 of the German 
Customs Tariff]. 

This conventional rate of duty applies only to a quantity 
per calendar year corresponding to 100 per cent. of the 
quantity jointly ascertained by the two parties which was 
imported from Norway into Austria during 1937. 

Clearance at the rate of 35 Rm. is only permissible 
through two Customs Offices agreed upon by the States 
concerned. 

Notr.—This concession also applies to kippered herrings 
imported into Germany from all countries enjoying most- 
favoured-nation treatment in Germany. 


HATAY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 
H.M. Consul at Aleppo reports, by telegraph, that as 
from 20 April all goods entering Hatay (the former Sanjak 
of Alexandretta) are subject to the duties of the Turkish 
Customs Tariff. 


IRAQ 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 
The Commercial Secretary at Bagdad reports by tele- 
graph that certificates of origin will be required for all 
goods imported into Lraq after 30 June. Certificates issued 
by the Chambers of Commerce in the United Kingdom will 


be accepted. 
ITALY 
TEMPORARY IMPORT REGULATIONS 
H.M. Ambassador at Rome reports that as from 1 April 
an import licence will be required for empty jute bags 
temporarily imported for subsequent re-export after being 
filled with goods. 
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NORWAY 
EXPORT OF FRESH FISH 


The Norwegian Director of Fisheries has issued an Order, 
dated 4 April 1939, which prohibits, until further notice, 
the exportation from Norway to the United Kingdom of 
fresh fish of the kinds specified below :— 

Cod, ling, tusk, pollock, whiting, catfish, monkfish, roes 

and fillets made from such fish. 

Haddock, weighing less than 0-5 kilog. and more than 2 
kilogs. with head, also wings of skate and roker cut 
from ungutted fish weighing less than 1-5 kilogs. and 
more than 15 kilogs. Wings cut out must not exceed 
7-5 kilogs. a pair and 3-5 kilogs. singly and not less 
than 0-6 kilog. a pair. 


Nore.—Until further notice, dogfish, up to a quantity 
not exceeding 5 tons ex ports Kristiansund, Aalesund and 
Maloy and up to a quantity not exceeding 3 tons from 
other ports, for each sailing by the Bergen-Newcastle liners, 
may be exported under sanction by the Director of Fisheries. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Minister at Oslo reports that by a Royal Resolu- 
tion dated 24 March 1939 and effective as from 1 April 
1939 the importation into Norway of wireless sets and parts 
thereof falling under No. 162 of the 1938-39 edition of the 
Norwegian Customs Tariff is prohibited, except under 
licence. 


Note.—Loud-speakers not built-in and head telephones 
and parts thereof are not affected by the restriction.

MODIFICATIONS (AGREEMENT 
WITH ESTONIA)

WALLIS AND FATUNA ISLANDS (FRENCH) 
PROPOSED REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of 4 April contains a pro- 
posal to revise the tariff of Customs duties levied on foreign 
(non-French) goods imported into the Wallis and Fatuna 
Islands. Under the proposed new tariff all goods, except 
those exempt from duty or liable to special rates, would pay 
duty at a rate of 12 per cent. ad valorem as compared with 
18 per cent. ad valorem under the existing tariff.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i-,, 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex. 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer, 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering tho 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
